kept under proper conditions. There 
ar« various conditions 
that 
affect 


the wholesomeness of foods. 


For example, air, the dishes foods 


are placed In, the Ice box, or other 
storage places. 


Foods that spoil easi?> are' milk, 


cream, uncooked fresh meats, some 
fruits as berries, peaches, plums and 
some table vegetables. 


It la well not to leave fresh meats 


in the paper that Is about them when 
delivered as the wrapping paper tends 


to absorb the juices. 


Remove the paper and wipe the 


meat with a clean cloth that has been 
nrung out in cold water, and then 
place It In a dish. 


Uncooked fish should not be placed 


In the Ice box. 
^ 


Odors rise;; therefore, all strongly 


flavored foods should be put on the 
top shelf of the refrigerator. 


Butter should always be kept cool 


and well wrapped or covered, as It 
readily absorbs odors 
from 
other 


foods. 


Cooked meats can be kept better If 


well covered before being put in the 
ice box. Never put hot or warm 
articles of food In the Ice box as 
they tend to lower the temperature 
rapidly and cause 
an 
extravagant 


waste of ice.

raising the money to pay It, and has 
aald further that the 
bonus 
plan 


•which most appeal* to him is one 
•which carries the sales tax as the 
means of raising the money. 


UP TO HARDING. 


If the senate should pass the bon- 


us bill In substantially Its present 
form, or In any other form which 
does not take account of what Hard- 
ing has said, then It will be up to 
Harding either to veto It or to sign 
It. 


It Is on the assumption that this 


dilemma will be presented to Hard- 
Ing that most of the present discus- 
sion turns. Bets are being •made as 
to whether Harding wM or will not 
veto any bill passed by n substantlol 
majority through a Republican house 
and a Republican senate. 


PREDICT VETO.

City Engineer C. R. Andrew Presents Figures

aented to the city council Thursday I 
morning several plans and estimates 
for the construction of a sewer sys- 
tem to servo tho southeas: part o£ 
the city and the territory adjoining It. 


In general it may be said that his 


•olution of the 
problem which In- 


volves such a large expenditure of 
money, even under the most econom- 
ical plan presented, is for the con- 
struction of\ a combination sanitary 
and storm 
water 
system In which 


the two sewers shall be built at the 
same time and in the same trench, 
the sanitary sewer being below the 


sewer which does not 
except to secure 
the

COST $675,000. 


This system, to care for needs of 


600 acres now within the city limits 
will cost SS63.SOO, according to the 
estimate 
of the 
engineer, and the

5310,000 more. 


Under the 
plan proposed by Mr. 


Andrews, the storm water would go 
into the storm

WEIRS FOR STORM WATER 


A« the 
volume 
of water 
in tho 


storm sewer would increase follow- 
ing tho first 
flow, 
weirs, made to 


open so that the overflow could go 
into the lake, would operate, thus re- 
lieving the intercepting sewer of the 
great volume of storm water 
anJ 


sending into the lake comparatively 
clean storm 
water. 
The sanitary 


sewage, in the meantime, would run 
Into 
the 
sanitary district sewer 


through tile smaller sewer below the 
storm sewer without polluting tho 
water in the lake at all. 


Under this plan tho sowagre would 


not get into the lake but tho later 


flow of storm water would, the im- 
purities first being washed down the 
storm sewer 
into the Intercepting 


sewer before the surplus storm water 
is turned into the water Impounding 
lake. 


SEEMS MOST FEASIBLE. 


This plan, said the city engineer In 


his report, seems to be the most feas- 
ible. 


The construction of a 
combined 


sewer, 
one which would take both 


storm and sanitary sewage together, 
would cast $1,120,000 for the Inter- 
ceptor alone, $1,800 an acre, $380 a 
lot for the 
property affected. 
This 


sewer would start with a diameter of 
twelve feet and would be prohibitive 
in cost. 


Other 
systems suggested by the 


engineer included one in which di- 
luted sewage might be turned Into 
the water impounding lake and an- 
other in which all of the storm wa- 
ter should be diverted into the iake, 
both being, as the engineer suggest- 
ed, Quite 
likely 
to be rejected by 


both the sanitary district board and 
the state board of health as danger- 
ous to the water supply. 


ESTIMATES NOT ACCURATE. 
Mr. Andrew said after 
his report 


on the various possible systems hail 
been read, that his estimates were, 
of course, rather hurriedly made and 
could not be considered as accurate. 


He also stated that the preparation 


of plans and specifications for such 
a large piece of work 
would take 


several months and the cost for thit 
alone court be put down at not less 
than $5,000. 
. Without comment by the city com- 
missioners the report was referred to 
the council 
as a committee of the 


v.hole for consideration.
